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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8 and 10-13 are under consideration in this application. 
The rejections under 35 USC 102 and 103 are hereby withdrawn in view of applicants' 
arguments in the instant response filed on July 30, 2007. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Again, there is a lack of description as to how the solvates and hydrates are produced and 
what solvates and hydrates are produced in the specification. Applicants point out to pages in 
the specification to show description. However, no where in specification do applicants prepare 
any solvates or hydrates or identify any by X-ray diffraction data. 

The newly added references are cited as to showing the state-of-the art. Vippagunata et 
al. (Advanced Drug Devlivery Reviews 48 (2001) 3-26) recites on page 18 that predicting the 
formation of solvates of a compound and the number of molecules of solvent or water

incorporated into the crystal lattice of a compound is complex and difficult. Guillory (in 
Brittain et al., NY:Marcel Dekker, 1999, pages 183-226, teach that solvates are formed by 
recrystallization of drug substances. However, not all compounds will form solvates. 

Predicting the formation of solvates and hydrates of a compound and the number of 
molecules of solvent incorporated into the crystal lattice of a compound is complex and difficult. 
Each solid compound responds uniquely to the possible formation of solvates or hydrates and 
hence generalizations cannot be made for a series of compounds. Note section 3.4 of 
Vippaguanta et al. 

The working examples in the specification fail to show how any solvates and hydrates are 
produced. Further, Guillory on page 199 recites that compounds originally crystallized as 
solvates can lose the solvent induced by heat or vacuum vaporization. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claiml is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Again, the term converting in claim 1 does not clearly define a process. Applicants merely 
allege that the term is conventional. However, salt formation is an obvious process under 35 
U.S.C. 103. How are the salts, hydrates or solvates formed? The term "converting" renders the 
claims indefinite and based on an inadequate or insufficient disclosure by placing no definite 
limits or boundaries in the claim. "Converting" does not signify that a reaction has taken place 
and should accordingly be changed to reacting 
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Conclusion
